In accordance with the instru ctions 
of Bishop Hartley, 
a censu s of the 
Catholic popu lation of Colu mbu s was 
taken u p du ring November and De­ 
cember, at the special requ est of the 
United States Censu s bu reau , which is 
at present compiling the religiou s cen 
su s 
of the 
nation. 
This 
is taken 
every ten years. 
The censu s of each parish in the was 
taken, u nder su pervision of each pas­ 
tor, who divided his parish into dis­ 
tricts of three or fou r blocks and ap­ 
pointed a committee to look after the 
censu s in each district. 
According to the figu res retu rned to 
the bishop there are 55,017 Catholics 
in Colu mbu s. The bishop thinks that 
even with all the care taken in making 
u p the censu s, there are many that 
have been overlooked. 
I 
Every day by special inqu iry he 
finds this to be tru e, and has reason 
to believe that with more complete re­ 
tu rns the nu mber of Catholics in Co­ 
lu mbu s will beach nearly 60,000. 
! 
At present there are 23 parishes in 
Colu mbu s, with their parish schools 
for the edu cation of the you ng. In 
these schools and the other private 
adu cational institu tions 
8025 are in 
attendance every day. 
Besides this 
there 16 chopels where Divine services 
are held daily. 
The new shrine of St. Therese, East 
Broad street, Colu mbu s, is not consid­ 
ered as a regu lar parish chu rch in the 
enu meration. 
It is the intention of 
the bishop to make it a place of pu b­ 
lic devotion for all who may wish to 
visit there and participate in the pu b­ 
lic devotions held there every day. 
He 
intends 
to bu ild 
a beau tifu l 
shrine on the new site, also a hou se of 
1 retreats where the people may come 
to spend the weeknd from Friday u n­ 
til Su nday in private devotion, u nder 
the direction of a retreat master. Al­ 
ready, he has received some generou s 
private donations for this work, which 
when completed will do honor to the 
city and commu nity.

In the above compilation are cou nt­ 
ed 517 converts who were received in­ 
to the chu rch du ring the past year. 
There has been nothing spasmodic 
abou t the frowth of the chu rch in Co­ 
lu mbu s, it has been steady and con­ 
stant, new parishes being started on­ 
ly when necessary, the bishop said. In

than a mother’s lov e for her son, a 
passion just as old. but In Mme. Le­ 
febv re ov ershadowing any feeling she 
had for her offspring. 
The star reporters assigned to the 
case got their first cue t* the real mo­ 
tiv e for the crime in Andre Lefebv re’s 
conduct 
at 
the 
hospital, 
when 
he 
showed such concern about his dead 
wife’s purse and her jewels. 
Their 
inquiry took a definite direction when 
it was estimated that the entire out­ 
fit of clothing worn by the millionaire 
at the time of her arrest could not 
hav e exceeded in cost more than $ 15. 
And when it was learned that the 
y oung couple had been quite happy 
and altogether dev oted to each other 
and that, if any thing, they had been 
liv ing beneath their means, Mme. Le­ 
febv re’s liitter charge that Antoinette 
Millie was “ driv ing her son to ruin” 
specifically rev ealed the nature of the 
passion which had driv en her to com­ 
mit murder. 
Bit by bit, in the press and legal in­ 
v estigations and during the trial, there 
emerged the portrait of an amazing 
creature, a female Harpagon, such a 
monster of greed as neither Moliere 
nor Balzac would hav e dared to por- 
tr.qf lest they tax too heav ily the cre­ 
dence of their publics. 
A Love Match . 
The marriage of Andre Lefebv re 
and Antoinette Mulle was, to all ap­ 
pearances, a lov e match, but Mme. 
Lefebv re made it plain to her son that 
she considered it a mesalliance, be­ 
cause the Mulle fortune, though con­ 
siderable, was not quite equal to their 
own. She finally consented to the mar­ 
riage, howev er, when, after much hag­ 
gling on her part, Antoinette’s dowry 
of 250,000 francs wa s adv anced to 
330,000 francs. 
Ev en at that consid­ 
erable figure, she remained conv inced 
that her son was throwing himself 
away . 
Shortly before the wedding, Andre 
announced to bis mother that he was 
to leav e on a short honey moon after 
the ceremony . 
Mme. Lefebv re threw 
up her arms in horror. 
Honey moons 
were a waste and a needless expense, 
she told him. Who had pnt such non­ 
sense into his head?

Lefebv res nev er threw good money j 
away on such silly things,

Madame Grows Panicky . 
By now Mme. Lefebv re was grow­ 
ing decidedly panicky . 
Not only 
was 
she incensed that her son had mar­ 
ried 
a 
“ wasteful 
and 
improv ident” 
woman, but she began to entertain 
fears for the security of their own 
possessions, the Lefebv re fortune, a 
monument 
to her greed 
which she 
had built, stone by stone, franc by 
franc, ov er a period of half a century . 
When her son had married, “ though 
it was beneath him.” she saw the be­ 
ginnings of a new fortune which, by 
sav ing and 
self-denial, would swell 
the Lefebv re heritage to ev en more 
impressiv e magnitude. 
And here he 
was trav eling, spending freely , “ roll­ 
ing In gold,” and perhaps destined 
soon to make demands upon her to 
maintain 
the swift and 
destructiv e 
pace his spendthrift wife was setting 
If the shadow of Mme. Lefebv re 
clouded

moon.

Andre’s mother was a frequent v isitor, 
casting up the household budget and 
finding it excessiv e, urging retrench­

She was shocked bey ond words when 
she found that Antoinette laid a fresh 
white tablecloth for each meal. 
“ But it is scandalous.” she whined 
to her son. 
“ Think of the laundry 
bill.

She was stunned when she discov ­

It was hatred which grew 
as she realized she was alone in her 
desperate struggle to sav e the Le­ 
febv re fortune. 
Her aged husban 1, 
sev enty -six and long retired from busi­ 
ness, wa s a mere pale, carbon copy of 
herself, echoing her protests and re­ 
sentments but helpless and rely ing 
entirely on his wife to fight the men­ 
ace to their wealth 
He had been 
cowed too long by this dominant wom­ 
an to show any fight now. 
He was 
just a whining old man. 
Her son, Andre, a war hero many 
times decorated, was a spineless crea­ 
ture In her presence, his will broken 
from infancy to respond to her im­ 
perious will. 
Then one day Andre Lefebv re an­ 
nounced to his mother that an heir 
was expected.

The jury was out only ten minutes, 
returning with a v erdict of guilty . 
The audience broke into cheers as the 
judge pronounced the sentence, “ to 
hav e her head cut off In a public 
square of the city ” —the first woman 
to die at the guillotine In France In 
many v ears.

Capitol Theater $148.600 check Forg­ 
ery" includes a sign painter, a Fatty 
Arbuckle-sized elevator boy, a girl fas­ 
cinated by an automatic ice-producing 
machine, an elderly and innocent New 
Jersey business man of established 
honesty and several as yet unidentified 
persons. 
The elevator boy, who ad­ 
mits. according to the police, that he 
got $1,500 out of the $ 
148 .000, is held 
in the Tombs on a forgery charge. The 
j girl is being detained as a material 
witness. 
William Roedel, the elevator opera­ 
tor. is what detectives call a “sap” or 
“sucker.” 
He was not, according to 
the charge against him, unaware of 
the plot. 
But he was so naive that 
lie got hut a fraction of his share of 
the loot. 
The respectable business 
man was E. I*. Ford, six ty-four years 
old. 
Mr. Ford knew nothing of the plot, 
and when he finally became suspicious, 
notified 
the authorities. 
The 
sign 
painter, whose name is either un­ 
known or being withheld, was the 
“master mind” In a scheme as clever 
as any that clever criminals have yet 
evolved. 
Nancy Kirby, the girl inter­ 
ested 
in 
refrigeration, 
was 
merely 
R oed e 1' s sweetheart. 
The largest, if not the chief, char­ 
acter In the plot, was Roedel. 
The 
elevator hoy had been an object of 
pride, if also of some embarrassment, 
at the Capitol theater on Broadway. 
Once he had been a slender chap, but 
the ease of his life caused him to grow 
rapidly. 
Hired eight years ago, he 
was becoming so large that passen­ 
gers in the building began to com­ 
plain that no one else could get into 
his elevator. 
lie weighed 256 pounds. 
The 
Moredali 
Realty 
corporation 
runs the Capitol theater. 
One of its 
rules has been never to discharge an 
employee who was faithfully perform­ 
ing his duties. 
Even the most ex act­ 
ing official could not complain that 
Roede! was doing anything else. 
If he 
was growing 
co rpulent it was an act 
of Go d and eertalidy no t a an use fo r 
discharg e. 
There 
were 
no other 
plncng vacant in *he theater and he 
could not he transferred. 
s»> Roedel continued operating the 
e l e v a t o r , e v e n 
it casualty Inspectors 
making their periodical ex aminations 
of the machinery locked *t him with 
a suspicious eye and intimated that 
they were going to reduce the number 
of persons legally permissible as long 
as he continued to operate the hoist. 
“Fatty"—so 
he 
was called by 
hi3 
phrase-making 
fellow 
workers—was 
paid $28 a week and seemed contented, 
j 
Liked His Job. 
His salary may not have been com- 
j 
mensurate with his size, but the post I 
at the Capitol carried with it pleasant 
privileges. 
He had passes for most 
j 
o f the other Broadway motion picture 
j 
theaters, for instance. 
Very frequent­ 
ly he was given seats for legitimate 
shows. 
Often he appeared with Miss 
j 
Nancy Kirby, known along Broadway 
j 
as “his steady.” 
Miss Kirby, nine- 
j 
teen, or so, and pretty, also gradually j 
acquired the pass courtesy at other 
j 
theaters. 
One day some weeks ago Roedel was 
operating his car and listening with 
a somewhat bored look to the occa­ 
sional gibes from passengers about his 
size. lie was due to go off duty early 
in the evening and was to take Nancy 
out. Possibly he was beginning to feel 1 
tfuit $28 a week was a small salary on 
which to give a girl a good time. 
It 
is quite possible thut Nancy had start­ 
ed to urge him to earn more. 
At ail 
events, so his story later related to 
the police goes, he lent a receptive 
ear to evil suggestions from a man ! 
who 
had 
formerly 
painted 
signs 
around the theater. 
The artist, Roedel’s alleged story 
goes on, said that he knbw of a mag­ 
nificent trick whereby he had picked 
up $32,500 In Springfield, Mass. 
It 
was a cinch and now, with several 
friends, he wus anx ious to try it on a 
larger scale. 
Roedel, the man went 
on. had the freedom of the building in 
which 
is 
the Capitol 
theater. 
He 
knew of the offices of the Moredali 
Realty corporation. 
All that he was 
to do, in return for $15,000, was to 
admit them to the offices of the cor­ 
po r a t i o n. 
The whole thing was to be 
done o n a high plane— no safe-blowing, 
robbery or gun-play. 
“You’re the kind of a man that could 
lowest tO use money,” they told him. 
“You 
ought to be a heavy spender—not Just 
a $2S-a-week elevator pusher. 
With 
fifteen grand you can have a swell 
time. 
Haven’t you got a girl that can 
help you have a good time?” 
The picture was too alluring for 
Roedel, as he thought of the lux ury- 
loving Nancy Kirby, and he gave in.

rush of business. One of his supposed 
employers called himself Howard P. 
Dwyer ami the other went by the 
name of Graham. 
Soon afterward the two men cane 
in with checks that they wished to 
deposit. 
They told Ford to open an 
account, and he did so, in his own 
name, at the National Newark and 
Essex Banking company. He was told 
to deposit two checks, each for $76, 
5(H) each drawn on the Equitable Trust 
company of New York, and each ap 
parently 
signed 
by 
the 
Moredali 
Realty corporation. 
Dwyer and Gra­ 
ham ex plained they were the profits 
from n real estate deal. 
Ford deposit 
ed the checks. 
A few days later the two business 
men breezed in smoking big cigars. 
Ford had been slightly puzzled by the 
fact that he had been asked to do 
nothing at all. 
But his employers ex 
plained all this by saying that n big 
deal, which was to start everything, 
was hanging fire. 
They told him to 
draw $08,500 In cash. 
This he did.

He had lived In East Orange 
fo r a decade, had been in Baris as the 
representative of a tex tile company 
and had at one time been a vice presi­ 
dent of the Durhex Leather company 
of Newark.

“No, Big Ben is as healthy today 
as he has always been. As long as he 
sings out as he is doing now, I don’t 
think we ought to kill our old Big 
Ben. 
It would cost nearly £ 100,000 to 
do it, and the top of the tower would 
have to be demolished to make the 
change.—Vancouver Province.
